TOWN BACKS 
BEGGING BAN 


A MOVE to prevent beggars trav¬ 
elling to the north of the county 
to ‘prey on the generosity of kind- 
hearted shoppers’ has had over¬ 
whelming support in Banbury, the 
council said. 

Councillors have voted for the Public 
Space Protection Order to stop people 
pretending to be homeless and begging 
for money. 

It is hoped the order will also tackle 
antisocial behaviour ‘hotspots fuelled 
by drink and drugs’. 

Cherwell District Council lead mem¬ 
ber for public protection Tony Ilott 
said: “The purpose of this order isn’t to 
punish people; it’s about making Ban¬ 
bury town centre a safe, welcoming and 
pleasant area for everyone. 

“People of all ages should be able to 
visit any part of the town at any time 
of the day without feeling intimidated, 
pressurised into giving money or at risk 
from the behaviour of others.” 

The approval follows a five-week pub¬ 
lic consultation in which 90 per cent 
of people supported plans to tackle 
antisocial drinking, 84 per cent to stop 
begging and 79 per cent tackling rough 
sleeping. 

The order will be put in place for areas 
including the town centre, from Cher-

well Drive to Castle Quay canalside to 
the north, Gatteridge Street and Britan¬ 
nia Road to the south, then to the east as 
far as Bridge Street Park and to the west 
People’s Park. 

Anyone caught breaching the order 
will be asked to move on or face a £100 
fine or up to £1,000 if taken to court. 

At the Cherwell District Council ex¬ 
ecutive meeting on Monday, leader of 
the Labour party Sean Woodcock asked 
about the council’s plans to support 
rough sleepers. 

He said: “I am not surprised to see 
the response being so positive, given 
the feedback I have received and even 
walking through the street and seeing 
reports of these activities myself. 

“The reason, probably, that rough 
sleeping received the lowest response 
of the three may be due to a concern 
for those vulnerable people who will 
be hit by a fine rather than be given 
the reassurance they need.” 

Mr Illot reassured councillors that 
the fine would be used as a last resort 
for rough sleepers. 

He added: “We have people travel¬ 
ling into the area pretending to be 
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homeless to prey on the generosity of 
kind-hearted shoppers, and hotspots 
of antisocial behaviour fuelled by alco¬ 
hol and drugs, which put the public at 
risk through discarded needles, broken 
glass and drunken antics. 

“None of this is acceptable and we 
don’t see why the majority of residents 
should suffer at the hands of the minor¬ 
ity 

“It’s important to stress this order 
doesn’t come at the expense of our 
other services; it’s still of paramount 
importance to support and help those in 
genuine need. 

“But those who refuse will no longer 
be allowed to act in a manner that has a 
negative impact on the town.”

Gap narrows in public poll 
as judges cast their eyes 
over shops and businesses

BANBURY is narrowing the 
gap in the public vote as the 
race to be crowned winner in 
Great British High Street con¬ 
test reaches it final stages. 

Last Friday, government officials 
and judges were in town to cast 
their eye over the high street as 
it goes head-to-head with Hemel 
Hempstead and Blackburn to com¬ 
pete in the town centre category 
for 2016. 

Deborah Owen-Ellis Clark, from 
judging company British Land, 
said: “I’d love to see a mix of in¬ 
dependent food, drink and leisure 
integrated into the high street and 
some innovative examples of place 
enlivenment.” 

The judges spent the day walk¬ 
ing around the town’s high street 
shops, talking to businesses and 
exploring cafes and restaurants. 

The decision over which town 
has the best high street is split be¬ 
tween a public vote and a judging 
panel. 

Voting figures from two weeks 


ago showed that Banbury was fall¬ 
ing behind Blackburn. 

However, the most recent figures 
show there are now fewer than 300 
votes between the two towns, with 
more than 15,000 votes cast for 
each. 

Victoria Prentis, MP for North 
Oxfordshire, has urged for people 
to vote for Banbury in the con¬ 
test. She said: “We would not have 
reached the final without consid¬ 
erable support and help from lo¬ 


cal partners, our district council, 
businesses and, of course, the peo¬ 
ple of Banbury. 

“As the closing date of the compe¬ 
tition approaches, I would encour¬ 
age everyone to vote for our much¬ 
loved town.” 

The town that wins will receive a 
prize pot worth £100,000 and train¬ 
ing from Google’s digital taskforce 
and Twitter for businesses to boost 
their sales. 

Lynn Pratt, Cherwell District 


Council’s lead member for estates 
and the economy, said: “Banbury 
now has higher occupancy rates 
and the wide variety of events be¬ 
ing organised really bring vitality 
to the town; there is a vibrant town 
centre for everyone to enjoy” 

This year’s competition saw a 
record 900 entries across 14 cat¬ 
egories. The public can vote un¬ 
til November 18 on who should 
be crowned the winner. Vote at

Villagers vote to 
adopt new plan 

RESIDENTS in Bloxham have voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of a new 
Neighbourhood Plan to give them 
control over future developments. 

On Thursday, November 3, villagers 
took to polling stations to answer to the 
question ‘Do you want Cherwell 
District Council to use the 
Neighbourhood Plan for Bloxham to 
help it decide planning applications in 
the Neighbourhood area?’. 

The plan was written up over several 
months and identifies goals Bloxham 
residents would like to achieve, 
including delivering the housing that 
the village needs, protecting and 
enhancing the village’s rural heritage, 
promoting ‘economic vitality’ and 
ensuring a safe, healthy and cohesive 
community. 

A total of 32.4 per cent of the Bloxham 
electorate took part in the vote, with 877 
voting ‘yes’ and just 26 voting ‘no’. 

The plan will now be used by the 
district council when it determines 
planning applications in the parish. 

Bag snatched 

A THIEF stole an 80-year-old woman’s 
handbag from her shoulder as she 
walked towards Morrisons in Banbury 

Police said the victim was on a 
footpath near the supermarket at 
11.40am on Tuesday, October 18. 

The force did not release information 
about the offence until two weeks later. 

The pensioner was approached from 
behind by a man who snatched her bag 
and ran off towards the footbridge over 
Upper Windsor Street. She was not 
hurt. 

Police are linking it to a series of 
similar incidents in the area. Anyone 
with information should call 101. 


High-speed chase 
drink-driver jailed 


A DRINK-DRIVER four times 
over the limit who dangerously 
zoomed across Banbury in a 
high-speed police chase has 
been locked up. 

Alcoholic Andrew Lovejoy 
admitted drinking heavily 
before jumping into his 
Volkswagen Corrado and 
racing away from officers 
trying to flag him down. 

Jailing the 38-year-old for 12 
months last Thursday, Recorder 
John Bate Williams criticised 
the defendant for his ‘terrible’ 
journey 

He added: “[Your driving] 
could have led to someone being 
killed or seriously injured. I 
can only wonder [how] no one 
was hurt and no vehicle 
damaged. 

“You now have insight into 
your problem. One thing that is 
extraordinarily important is 
that when you are released 
from your sentence, now that 
you have insight, you must get 
treatment. You must tackle the 
problem that you now 
acknowledge you have. There is 
still the prospect of regaining 
life. I hope you will learn from 
this.” 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone 
told Oxford Crown Court 
officers were alerted to a car 
being driven dangerously in the 
town centre just before 7pm on 
June 5. 

Lovejoy’s car was spotted at 
the end of Edward Street after 
police heard the car 
accelerating, before watching 
him rush off along Causeway, 


breaking the 30mph limit. 

Officers began chasing the 
alcoholic, attempting to pull 
him over, but Lovejoy 
continued his dangerous 
journey and turned into 
Junction Road. 

Lovejoy drove along Merton 
Street, ‘hesitating’ as he 
planned his escape route, before 
forcing his way around an 
oncoming car, Mr Stone said. 

The dangerous driver ‘nearly 
crashed’ into the front of 
another car coming towards 
him and went through red 
lights in Middleton Road. 

Officers also spotted all four 
wheels of his car ‘taking off’ 
from the ground after he drove 
across a speed bump, the court 
heard. 

Lovejoy continued to flee, 
driving towards junction 11 of 
the M40 and heading for 
Middleton Cheney, forcing 
police to drive at lOOmph in an 
attempt to catch him. 

The drink-driver failed to stop 
as he sped through a small 
village at 80mph, turning back 
towards Banbury shortly after. 

But he then stopped and was 
arrested near a gated entrance 
along the route. 

Lovejoy, of East Street, 
Banbury, had 142 micrograms 
of alcohol in 100ml of breath, 
exceeding the limit of 35 
micrograms. 

Lovejoy, who admitted 
dangerous driving, driving 
with excess alcohol and failing 
to stop, was also handed a five- 
year driving ban. 


‘Dark cloud’ 
hangs over 
the Horton 


A 'DARK cloud' is hanging over 
the Horton General Hospital as 
campaigners warned the fight for 
services in Banbury would need to 
go national. 

Last Friday, protesters from 
Banbury joined hundreds outside 
Parliament to demand an end to 
the privatisation of the NHS. 

It comes a month after the 
Horton's maternity unit was 
temporarily downgraded to 
midwife-led status, a move some 
are worried will become 
permanent next year. 

Dr Tony Sullivan, co-chairman of 
Keep Our NHS Public, said: "In 
2008 the Secretary of State agreed 
Oxford was too far for patients to 
travel safely when sick, injured or 
giving birth. The dangers to 
patients are huge - accessibility 
and patient choice are becoming a 
horrible joke. Staff choices have 
not been addressed so they have 
avoided public consultation and 
centralised on 'safety' grounds." 

The rally took place on the same 
day a second reading of the NHS 
Reinstatement Bill, proposed by 
Green MP Caroline Lucas and 
Labour MP Margaret Greenwood, 
was due to take place. It has now 
been delayed until February 25 
next year as the first two Bills 
debated on Friday, November 4 
ran over. 

Keith Strangwood, of the Keep 
the Horton General campaign, 
said: "The unity shown on the day 
was fantastic."

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Two seriously hurt in head-on smash 


THE drivers of two cars were 
taken to hospital with serious 
injuries after their vehicles 
smashed into each other in a 
head-on crash. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said the vehicles were 
travelling in opposite directions 
on the A361 Bloxham Road in 
Banbury at 7.44pm last Thursday 
when they collided. 

Both drivers were trapped and 
were assisted by a passing doctor 
before fire crews and paramedics 
arrived. 

Firefighters used specialist 
rescue and cutting equipment to 


free them and they were then 
transported to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford. 

Watch manager Dave Edge, 
from Banbury Fire Station, said: 
"The two vehicles were badly 
damaged in the impact and the 
resulting debris field was a clear 
indication of the serious nature of 
the incident. 

"Our teams worked closely with 
the ambulance service to ensure 
that we freed the injured people 
from the wreckage as soon as 
possible." 

Station manager Mick Clarke, 
the fire service road safety 


manager, added: "This collision 
occurred on a rural road, in the 
early evening and whilst the 
cause is not known at this time, I 
would like to remind road users of 
the demands of driving on rural 
roads. 

"Nationally, 59 per cent of road 
fatalities occur on rural roads and 
in 2015, 10,307 people were killed 
or seriously injured on country 
roads in Great Britain. 

"Whilst lives were not lost on 
this occasion, the collision was a 
serious one. 

"Please take care whilst 
driving."

A VILLAGE just south of Banbury 
will see a further four houses 
built on an ongoing development 
after getting the go-ahead from 
Cherwell District Council. 

Some 82 homes were due to be 
built on former farmland the 
south side of Bodicote north-west 
of Cotefield Farm and south of 
Blackwood Place. 

Construction has already 
begun, with the new builds to be 
a mixture of brick and natural 
stone. This month members of 
Cherwell's planning committee 
approved the amendment of 
existing planning permission to 
allow 86 homes to be built 
instead of 82. 

Outline permission for the 
development was granted on 
appeal by a government planning 
inspector in 2012. 

The revision also allows 
modification to some of the 
already-planned homes, with 
eight now to be two-and-a-half 
storey, four-bed room houses. 

It will not result in any 
alterations to the agreed road 
layout although some of the 
housing plots have been 
re-organised. 

Councillor Colin Clarke, 
Cherwell's lead memberfor 
planning, said: "This is a relatively 
modest change taking place on a 
previously approved 
development. We believe the 
changes, along with the addition 
of a further four homes, will have 
little impact on neighbours' 
amenity, therefore we are happy 
to approve this amended 
planning permission." 


Extra funding awarded for 
£113m research running by 
the side of hospital’s care

IMAGINE balancing a hectic 
schedule of ward rounds and 
patient care with overseeing 
a small army of scientists en¬ 
gaged in £113m-worth of game¬ 
changing research. 

All in a day’s work for Profes¬ 
sor Keith Channon, the director 
of Oxford’s sprawling biomedical 
research centre (BRC) where thou¬ 
sands of doctors and scientists - 
and occasionally doctor-scientists 
juggling clinical care with research 
- are involved in dozens of projects 
improving health outcomes all over 
the world. 

The unique set-up of Oxford’s 
BRC, in which scientists work side 
by side with clinicians at the JR, the 
Churchill and the Horton General in 
Banbury is a huge boon, Prof Chan¬ 
non said. 

Next April the Oxford BRC net¬ 
work will celebrate its 10th anniver¬ 
sary after last month being awarded 
£113.7m from the National Institute 
of Health Research (NIHR). 

Prof Channon, a cardiologist in 


the John Radcliffe Hospital’s West 
Wing, said: “We were delighted. It 
was a highly competitive bidding 
process with no carry-over. 

“As far back as January 2016 we 
had to submit an expression of in¬ 
terest, report an enormous number 
of performance metrics, list 20 the¬ 
matic areas and nominate leaders. 

“We are very proud of our track re¬ 
cord. There are 20 BRCs in the coun¬ 


try and Oxford is one of the largest, 
and the only one to successively in¬ 
crease our funding.” 

Since its inception the BRC has 
funded 2,000 projects carried out by 
partnerships between Oxford Uni¬ 
versity and Oxford University Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Foundation Trust. 

Utilising the talents of 10,000 medi¬ 
cal personnel in Oxfordshire’s hos¬ 
pitals and 5,000 on-site researchers, 


it has led to breakthroughs in whole 
genome sequencing for rare diseases 
and cancer, reducing the risk of re¬ 
curring stroke, replacing bedside 
paper charts with ‘early warning’ 
tablet computers and developing an 
Ebola vaccine. 

He said: “Now, in 2016, you will see 
a large number of university build¬ 
ings on the hospital campus immedi¬ 
ately adjoining NHS buildings. 

“On many occasions they’re physi¬ 
cally located within our hospitals; 
you could walk across the corridor 
and not know you are in university 
space. 

“It’s integrated and embodied. The 
place to do research that’s related to 
patients is in a hospital, not a facility 
or a business park.” 

The cross-over is not only physi¬ 
cal but professional, with staff in¬ 
cluding Prof Channon carrying out 
the same on-call duties as NHS col¬ 
leagues while undertaking research. 

He said: “If you have been spend¬ 
ing the week treating people with 
asthma at the JR you have a good 
idea of what the questions are, rath¬ 
er than being dragged off into some 
esoteric area. You keep your feet on 
the ground. Critically, you are high¬ 
ly motivated to make sure your pa¬ 
tients benefit.” 

Twenty ‘themes’ - key priorities 
including diabetes, cancer therapies 
and genomic medicine - have been 
identified for the next five years.

Blind war veteran will 
join Cenotaph march

A BLIND war veteran 
from Banbury will march 
at the Cenotaph in Lon¬ 
don on Remembrance 
Sunday to honour those 
who made the ultimate 
sacrifice. 

John Cantwell, 68, who 
served in the RAF between 
1970 and 1980, will join more 
than 100 other blind veterans 
on what he said would be an 
‘emotional’ day. 

The march, organised by 
national charity Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK, will also remember 
those who were blinded at

the Battle of the Somme 100 
years ago. 

Mr Cantwell, who gradu¬ 
ally lost his sight due to a 
genetic skin disease, said: 
“I feel incredibly privileged 
to be attending the national 
commemorations with Blind 
Veterans UK again. 

“They are a great bunch of 
guys, you never know who 
you might stand next to and 
what their story might be. 


“It’s always an emotional 
day - it’s about remembering 
those who made the ultimate 
sacrifice for our freedom. 

“Even now there are those 
who are putting their lives 
on the line to help defend 
people who cannot defend 
themselves.” 

Mr Cantwell, who lives 
with his wife Elaine, joined 
the RAF in 1970 as part of 
the Motor Transport Service 
Station (MTSS) and was sta¬ 
tioned in Cyprus, Oman and 
Anguilla in the Caribbean. 

He said his men came un¬ 
der heavy fire when based 
at RAF Salalah in Dhofar, 
Oman, in 1972. 

He said: “While we were 
stationed at RAF Salalah the 
local rebels threw mortars at 
the base. 

“The MTSS had a shiny 
roof so they would aim for 


that. Luckily they always 
missed because they had 
such terrible aim.” 

Since 2010, Mr Cantwell 
has been receiving help from 
Blind Veterans UK and re¬ 
cently completed a 100km 
walk to Yorkshire for the 
charity 

As part of the national 
commemorations on Sunday 
he will join other vision-im¬ 
paired ex-servicemen on a 
march to the Cenotaph war 
memorial in Whitehall, Lon¬ 
don. 

The charity’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive Major General Nick 
Caplin said: “This year’s 
Remembrance Sunday is 
particularly poignant as our 
delegation of current blind 
veterans remember those 
blinded at the Somme but 
also those who didn’t make 
it back.”

The Tobacconist by Robert 
Seethaler is published in

THE Tobacconist is a hugely 
accomplished study of human 
nature set during the years leading 
up to the Second World War in 
Vienna. Berlin-based Austrian 
Seethaler gives you a sense of what 
living life under the Nazis was like, 
but without any of the cliches. 

Seen through the eyes of Franz, 
a young man from the Austrian 
Lake District to whom everything 
is new, the novel is as much about 
first love and coming of age as it 
is about society on the brink of 
imploding. The novel follows Franz 
as he starts work in a tobacconist's 
shop and befriends Professor Freud 
who opens his eyes to the world 
with surprising results. Seethaller's 
sentences shimmer and stream 
through the novel like the waters 
of the lake. Beautifully evocative, 
sparse prose left me feeling deeply 
moved. It's as much what is not 
said and what is not shown to the 
reader that grips. Both Seethaler 


and his translator Charlotte Collins 
deserve strong recognition. 

The Tunnel by Carl-Johan 
Vallgren is published in

DRUGS, violence, pornography 
and prostitution... this novel won't 
be for everyone, but for fans of 
Scandinavian crime fiction by the 
likes of Jo Nesbo and Stieg Larsson, 
this is a must-read thriller. Vallgren 
is one of Sweden's best-loved 
writers and it's easy to see why. 
This is his second novel in a series 
following private investigator 
Danny Katz. Katz begins to 
investigate when he discovers his 
former drug dealer Ramon dead, 
apparently from an overdose, 
and Ramon's girlfriend, Jenny, 
has disappeared without a trace. 
There are too many things that 
don't add up for Katz, and he 
finds himself entering Sweden's 
seedy underworld in his search for 
answers. The subject matter may 
be unsettling for some, the prose is 
graphic at times, and many of the 
characters are rather unsavoury. 



Arrival is an extremely stylish 
tale of grief and self-sacrifice 
that uncoils beautifully for two 
hours. 

Pacing is deliberately 
pedestrian, cranking up tension 
as flawed characters wrestle 
with agonising questions of 
mortality 

The two visible aliens - 
affectionately referred to as 
Abbott and Costello - are a 
triumph of digital wizardry that 
doesn’t distract from the script’s 
deep emotional core. 

At the very moment we 
discover we are not alone, we 
have never been further apart.

LANDYN Midwinter and his son 
work the land of their Suffolk 
farm in a haze of internalised 
grief, unaddressed since the death 
of Vale's mother in Zambia, a 
decade before. But when Vale is 
involved in a near-fatal accident 
with his best friend, the family rift 
gapes wide and he and his father 
must face the spectres of their 
own failings as winter bites.

She expends much effort 
to capture the gruff language of 
farmers and exults in nature and 
pathetic fallacy, finding a simile 
for her human protagonists' every 
awkward feeling in the actions 
of an animal or the weather.
